time, Had the sam frberest which now appears | B

the West been evinced five yearsago, many Hun- 
dreda of valaable livaa might have heen saved, 
millions of dollars uselessly apent-in condneting 
a feeble, ablpiistve war miglit 
the treasury, a rich and hesutiful Territory 
—now the “shitnhed òf alk’-—mightto-day be a 
State, with its'woadertul lifinbral’ ténsutés laid 
open to the enterprise of the. world, and a race 
of murderous, avge men, eripvled and subdn- 
ed, might be studying the arts of civilization 
while discarding the vices and follies handed 
down to them by their ancestors. ` 

Under this head the Aléa of February 15

Our telegraphia columns come daily full of 
new atrocities in Atizena by thé Apache TIn- 
dians. Private letters from reliable sources 
only give horrid details of the brief tele- 
graphie summary. It is simply war to the knife, 
and the knife to the hilt. Incredible as it may 
seem, within the past month the Apaches 
have overrun the Territory, successfully attack. 
ed, murdered, depredated places and roads 
that have been safe for years past, Not 
formidable in numbers ayainst a competent 
force properly handled, their celerity of move. 
ment unchecked for want of troops, makes 
them formidable to a degree only to he un- 
derstood by the fatal resulta, The loss to the 
settlers, the barrier to working the best mines 
inthe world, the miserable economy which 
dictates sending a force into Brooklyn to 
aeize a fraudulent whiskey distillery, which 
would, in Arizona, reduce the Apaches to sub- 
mission, we do not count—no”, as an economi- 
cal measure, the greatinvcome Arizona could 
with decent protection, payinto the Ne ional 
Treasury. But we do count tue honor of the 
United States, whose proud boast it is that ng 
citizens shall everywhere be provected unver 
its lag. The challenge isopen anu clear, 
The Apaches say with wost distinct defiance.. 
We will drive out the Americans as we have 
the Spaniards and Maxieans, avd then Mexico 
will be our prey, as it has veen for genera- 
tions,” And they are maxing good their 
threat. Itis perhaps a smail matter in this 
great connection, to add that the reputation of 
an agcomplshed soldier ike Stoneman and 
that ofa great general like Schofield, are liable 
to be sacrificed in a hopeless struggle, unless 
the strong arnt froni Washington is av ounce 
put fort to snstain them. 

For the honor of the nation, if there are 
not regular troops enuugh to spare, let ibe 
President and Congress, by immediate action, 
authorize the enlistment of two regiments of 
volunteera on this coast, for service in Ari- 
zona, They can be officered by men already 
distinguistied in Indian service, and in a year 
from taking the field, reduce the Apache to 
aubjection, ln the name of humanity, of 
sympathy for the suffering men, womea and 
childern of Arizona, in the name economy, in 
the name of honor of our country, we appeal 
to the Admiustration at Washington to aet, 
andat once. There is here no question of 
polities or “jobbing,” It is a solemn question 
of & great immediate duty.

ence contiguous to their reservation haa, dure 
ing the past three years, heon subjected to 
many flagrant outrages at their handa ‘which 
havo beea permitted to go unnoticed, and last 
waek thoy extended their operations to Pho- 
nix, The particulars as related to us by the 
gail driver, are, that a party of Pima Indians 
Jaat weet made araid upon the farm of one 
of the settlers at Phoanix, and drove off twelve 
head of cattle which they atill retain and refuse 
to deliver to the owner. The latter having 
applied to the Indign agent and stated the cir 
cumatance, was assured by that functionary 
that he could do nothing, as the Indians were 
entirely beyond his control. 

Tho Pimas are shrewd enough to observe 
with what impunity the Apaches may dopro~ 
date upon the settlers, and it is hardly a mat- 
ter to occasion aurpriae—savages as they are 
and secure in their strengtli—that they shoald 
endeavor to take advantage of this license, 
Tho Pimas are wellarmed and supplied with 
abundant ammunition, and, were thoy to ops 
erate with the Apaches, the combined forces 
would soon overrun every town, settlem ent 
and military post in tho whole Torritory des- 
nite any resistence which we aro now in condi» 
don to offer, Judging from the present aspect of 
things such union does not seem improbable;

The Western Mall Captured and the Driv- 
er Wounded. 


Tho non-arrival of the California mail due 
on Wednesday mornig occasioned but little 
surprise owing to the frequent changes recent» 
ly. made in the time-table of that route; and 
the anxious consoled themselves by the argu- 
ment that another change in time had,been ef» 
fected, or that this special delay was occa“ 
sioned by a desire on the part of somebody to 
forward to the people of Tucson an account 
of the final action of Congress on the Rail» 
road Bill. At 5 o'clock on Wednesday evens 
ing, however, the buggy runuing between Mari- 
copa Wells and Tucson arrived and bronght, 
instead of the mail, the account of its capture 
the day previous. The coach from Maricopa 
Wells bound westward left that place on Tues- 
day and, alter having proceeded a distance of 
some 30 miles, about 3 o'clock p. m., was hail- 
ed on the desert by the agent, Mr. Guion, 
with the wounded driver, Mr. Thompson; inthis 
charge. He immediately ordered the driver 
to turn the animals, and taking the wounded 
man iuto the coach had it driven back to the 
Wells. Thence the connecting stage, which 
had boen waiting to reeeive the mail, con- 
veyed Mr. Guiou to Tucson, arriving here ag’ 
staied, He tells of the attack and his woun- 
derful escape as tollowa: About 12 o'clok on 
Tuesday as the conch was passing through a 
cañon some sixteen miles from Gila Bend it 
was fired upon by & party of some forty In- 
dians who had ambushed themselves by the 
roadside, The horses immediately bounded off 
at full speed when one offthem'fell dead from 
the effects of a bullet which it had received 
a few seconds before. This brought the coach 
toa halk when the driver jumped from his 
soat and fled, after having received five severe 
wounds, Mr, Guiou who during this time had 
remained within the coach, now escaped frem 
its door under the fire of about twenty Ins 
dians at a distance "of less than fifty yards; 
yet neither bullet nor arrowever touched him 


Aman ofcool deliberate courage and by no 


means given to exaggeration he decl res that 
during the time occupied ia descending from 
the coach not less than twenty shots were fir- 
od at him from rifles, besides a regular atorm 
ofarrows. It was but @ momont, chowonr 
and as hohad neither gun nor pistol thero waa 
nothing left for him to do but ran for life, 
This he did, in the direction taken by tho 
driver, pursued forn short distance by a few 
of the Indians who could still have made him 
a victim, but that they deemed ıt bettor policy 
to return to the coach and obtain a portion 
of tho plunder. Having thus escaped from 
the very jaws of a cruel death they travelled 
together ovor tho desert for a distance of 
some ten miles, Mre. Guiou at times having

Give Us a Postal Agent.

Tha followiag from the Cimarron (N. M.) 
News oxastly oxpresses ovorything that we fool 
it our duty to gay with rogard to mail mattoro 
BE pradaut : 

“At the presemt time thore soome to bo on 
universal complaint of the postal nervieo intho 
Torritorics. Tho Colorado and Arizona papero 
hovo ropeatedly called ottontion to this dotect, 
and g fow wooko ainco, tho Donver News, apoak- 
ing of this mattor, offered to farnish o copy of

the mail routes to that city in order to insure 
the delivery ofthe Newa to it subserib ers, Arie 
zona papers directed to points outside the Teor- 
titory rarely raach their destination, And 
when a stray copy rang the gaantlet of the 
postmasters iu the southern part of this Tore 
ritory, itis an syont to be noted, 

‘In all sections of this Territory postmasters 
are constantly in receipt of letters from pare 
t es complaining that they do not receive their 
newspapers. As an instance uf this we may 
mention the case ofa gentleman in Grant Co. 
who subscribed tu a Santa Fe paper last No- 
vember, and although his paper was mailed 
regularly to his address, he has received bus 
two copies np to the present time—a period of 
nearly four months. Complaints have bees 
made to us by somo of our subscribers whose 
names have been on our books since the first 
number of the news was issued, that they have 
not yet received a single copy ! The occasional 
von-arrival of a newspaper may be set down 
as an acec'dent, but when for weeksin succes- 
sion papers plainly directed and regularly 
mailed fail to reach their destination, it is evie 
dent that the neglect—to use no stronger term 
—'s to be attributed solely to ihe poatmasters, 
It is a nuisance whch has too loug been borne; 
the people of the Territory demand a different 
state of affairs, and will no longer submit to 
the miserable mismanagement which has hith- 
erto existed, 

“Tn addition to this every-day occurrence, 
there is another cause of complaint, more es- 
pecially on the part ofresidents ia the north 
ern part of this Territory. We refer to tke 
carelessness with which mail matter is distri- 
buted. Nearly twoxthirds of the lettore and 
papers from the East, aldressed to points in 
the northern counties, are taken to Senta Fe, 
and reach their address only by the return 
coach from the South. The inconvenicuce 
caused in busness circles by the delay thus uc 
casioned is beyond calculation” * # #

The Passage of the Bill. 


Washington, March 3, 

House—Wheeler from the conference com- 
mittee on the Southara Pacific railroad made 
a report that the House agrees to change the 
tittle of the company to that of Texas Pavific 
railroad. The Senate agrees to the House 
substitute with two additional sections, one 
providing for a similar land grant of ‘publie 
lands to Louisiana to enable the New Orleans 
Baton Rouge and Vicksburg railroad company 
at its eastern terminus by way of Alexandria, 
and the other for a similar grant to enable 
the South Pacific Railroad by way of Los Ana 
gelos or near Colorado river, to be built, 
Wheeler-briedy explained that by the new sec- 
tions the grant of land would be increased over 
that mada by the Honse, bill, of 13,000,000 
acres, by between four and six million acres. 
Ha did not beltove a project of such great im- 
portance could be longer delayed by such cona 
sideration, Holman moved to lny the bill on 
the table, which was nezatived the house refus» 
ing even to order the ayes and nays on it, The 
conference report was then agreed to, ayes 124 
noys 64. 

In the Senate, Howard, from the comferenco 
Committee on the Southern Pacific railioad, 
submitted the report, which he explainad, and 
said, the bill as propossd to be amended by 
the Conference Committee was substantially 
tho House bill, with addition of two branches, 
at the eastern and western extremities of the 
main trank, knowo as the Now Orleans branch, 
and Southern Pacific Railroad of California, 
both of which were provided for in the Son- 
ato bill. The length of the latter road, as now 
proposed, was some two hundred miles leas 
thau as deseribed in the origin! Senate bill. 
By other amendments, the company was re- 
quired to make annual reports, snd the name 
ofthe corporation was changed to Texas Pa- 
cific Railroad, thereby avoiding any confusion 
in nogotiation of bonds; there boing. already 
three Southern Pacific Reilroads. 

Rica moved to lay tho report of the Confers 
ence Committee on the Southern Pacific rail- 
road on the table, with s view to the appoint- 
ment of o new btanch conference committee, 
so auto gecure the branch connection through 
Arkousas, via Dalles and Fulton to Cairo, 

He did not proposo to defeat the bill, but
